& Co., and the New York Life Insurance 
company, has taken £10,000,000 of:the £30,- 
000,000 stilb unplaced of the £60,000,000 issue 
of British consols. Subscriptions are com- 
ing in rapidly and bid fair to aggregate much 
in excess of the £10,000,000 arranged for. 

The details of the loan were contained in 
the circular issued by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
who, with Baring, Magoun & Co. of this 
city, Drexel & Co. of Philadelphia, and Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co. of Boston, are authorized 
to receive allotments.

There was an unusually large passenger 
list tonight.

St. Paul tracks. Ultimately the plan is 
to extend the elevation of Kinzie streét 


to Halsted, and, with the railroad tracks 


elevated west of Ada street, it is claimed 
practically all the existing grade crossings 
can be avoided. It is a case of elevating 
the tracks where possible and where this 
cannot be done then elevating the street. 
Along with the ordinance the Mayor sent 
a message, part of which is as follows: 
During the last year numerous orders 
and resolutions have been presented to and 
passed by your honorable body calling for 
the elevation of all the so-called Kinzie 
street tracks as far east as the river. It 
seems to me that such elevation would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the city, 
In the first place, conditions have become 
so established by many years’ use at these 
points that such track elevation could not 
be had without seriously incommoding a 
large number of prosperous and important 


jecting the City of Chicago to innumerabie 
suits for damages, the claims for which in 
che majority of instances would appear 
well founded. 

“As it is not advisable to remove these 
grade crossings by track elevation, but ons 
thing remains for the city to do, and that Isto 
bring about an elevation of the roadways ” 
themselves. 

For that reason, at the suggestion of 
some prominent citizens of Chicago, I have 
had the accompanying plan and ordinance 
prepared. The ordinance only provides for 
the elevation of the roadways from Des- 
plaines street east. I have been over the 
ground, however, with the Aldermen of 
the ward and agree with them it is per- 
fectly feasible to carry this roadway down 
to the street grade. At this point track 
elevation could begin, with the result that all 
the grade crossings from Ada street east 
could be removed, with but one street—name-

The only surface reason given why Shea 
should be removed was the old one that 
his héalth is not satisfactory. He is old 
enough on the force and of sufficient age 
to entitle him to be retired on a pension, 
and the suggestion is that he be retired in 
favor of a younger and stronger man. 

The reasons given for the removal of Hunt 
are that the friction between him and the 
Hyde Park Protective association has 
reached a point where it would be better 
to put a new man in his place, and his 
political friends are all at outs with the 
Mayor and have no right to expect any 
favors at his hands. Fer some time there 
has been a strong opposition to Hunt among 
the residents of Hyde Park who have been 
leading in the fight against „blind piss,“ 
and it is said they have made their opposi- 
tion felt at the City Hall. as 

Politically, Hunt, as intimated in the fore- 
going, is the ally of Thomas Gahan, John 
P. Hopkins, Alexander J. Jenes, and other 
Hyde Park Democrats, who have of late 
waged open war on Mayor Harrison.

Charles 
Molitor, said to have been an agent of the 
concern, was sent to jail for a year.

FLOOD NEARS TOP MARK | 


WATERS AT CINCINNATI WILL BE- 
GIN TO FALL SOON. 


Before Tomorrow Morning the Danger 
Will Be Passed—Part of City Invad- 
ed, but All Residents Have Warn- 

{ng—Stores and Homes Deserted in 
| Many Towns Along River—Five Per- 

sons Are Drowned—Cold and Snow 
Continue in south. 


Cincinnati, O., April 22.—[Special.]—The 
Ohio River flood will reach its maximum 
here tomorrow night or Wednesday morning, 
according to the estimates of the Weather 
bureau. Already the rise in the water shows 
a marked decrease, and the murky stream 
creeps up into the city less than two inches 
an hour. Ample warning had been given 
all whom the flood would reach, not only in 
this city, but all along the river, and in con- 
sequence the damage proved much less than 
first was feared. 3 

Residents of the lowlands removed their 
household belongings and merchants took 
their stocks to the upper stories of their 
buildings, or had them hauled to storerooms 
in higher parts of the city. All railroads 
whose depots and tracks are in the path 
of the water arranged to enter the city by 
other lines. Tomorrow all will use the pas- 
sengen and freight stations that are out of 
danger, returning to their own depots as the 
waters recede Wednesday. It is expected | 
traffic will be resumed in the usual way by 
Thursday noon, 

The flood promises to prove of shorter 
duration than those in past years, and to 
cause much less loss, as the backwater is of 
comparatively small volume. The lower 
river being clear, has permitted the water to 
escape faster than ever before. 

The Chicago ball club arrived today, but 
the water lacks only a few inches of flooding 
the park, and there will not likely be any 
games this week. The park will be under 
water when a stage of fifty-five feet is 
reached, 


Several Deaths Are Reported. 

At Marietta, O., three persons were 
drowned this afternoon. A boat containing’ 
nine men was carried under the wharf boat 
by the swift current in the river, and Joseph 
Everett, a glass worker, was drowned. The 
others were rescued. Later two boys of the 
name of Hanley, aged 14and7, were drowned 
in the same place.

zoved out of the cellars in first floors, so 
there will not be much loss except to 
such manufactories as must shut down for 
two or three days. 


Many Towns Still in Danger. 


The low water in the Ohio below this city 
has allowed the floods from up the river to 
flow rapidly towards the Mississippi. The 
situation is still serious up the river, notably 
at Ripley, Maysville, Aberdeen, Portsmouth, 
Hanging Rock, Ironton, Ashland, Catletts- 


Marietta, Parkersburg, and smaller places 
between Wheeling and Cincinnati. The crest 
of the flood is below Wheeling tonight and 
the farther down stream it gets the lower 
is the rate of rising. 

The flood is not so bad as in a dozen 
former years and much below the records of 
1897 and 1898 and those of 1883 and 1884. The 
former floods were earlier, when the weather 
was cold, causing much distress among the 
homeless people. While this flood is not so 
hard on the people that are driven from 
their homes, it is much harder on the crops 
and fruits that are well advanced. The 
property loss in the rural districts cannot be 
estimated. |

After disputing over a debt of 15 ‘cents 
while on the Pacific avenue station of the 
Union loop at 7:45 .0’cl last night, Her- 
man Timm, a teamster, living at 212 Black- 
hawk’ street, and Oscar Wille, an uphol- 
sterer, living»at 336 Clybourn avenue. start 
ed to board a west-bound train of the North- 
‘western Elevated line. Wille succeeded in 
getting on the rear platform of the second 
car before it drew out, but the gates were 
‘elose@® and the bell had been rung when 
Timm attempted to enter the ear. He seized 
the rails on the front platform of the rear 
car and was dragged a few feet and then 
dropped to the ground. He was picked up 
unconscious and died a few moments after 
he aggived at the Samaritan Hospital. 

Wille stood inside the doors helpless while 
his friend was being dragged along, and, in 
spite of the efforts of the guard to get the 
gates open and pull Timm in, the ma 
whirled through the air as he struck th 
railing and disappeared in the darkness bet 


low. No blame is attached to any one but 


Timm, who delayed his attempt to get on 
board “until too late, for the company has 
‘a rule that when the gates are closed an 
the bell rung they are not to be opene 


was helping him. In the evening Wille de- 
cided to go to his place of business, Wabash 
avenue and Fourteenth street, and draw 
some pay. On their way back both took a 
few drinks. They mounted the Pacific street 
station and Wille paid the fares. A train 
passed, and he reéntered the station and 
asked Station Master J. H. Snyder to change 
a one-dollar bill, as he wanted to settle a debt 
he owed Timm. The change was given and 
he went out. | 

The two stood on the platform, arguing, as 
another train, with Conductor Scott Marlett 
in charge, drew in. It had just started to 
move when Wille made a dash for the doors 
controlled by Guard C. E. Grey. He got in 
just as they swung shut, for Grey did not see 
either man approach. The train was near 
the western end of the station when Timm 
attempted to get on, and it was too late for 
the doors to be opened before he struck the 
railing... ' 

The police at the Harrison Street Station 

were notified and the ambulance took the 
wounded man to the drug store of Walter 
H. Krouskup in McCoy’s Hotel, where it was 
found that Timm had sustained a fractured 
skull, broken ribs, and back. He was taken 
to the hospital, where he died, and then re- 
moved to Rolston’s undertaking rooms, 22 
Adams street.. He leaves a wife and two 
small children. 
- Immediately after the accident Wille was 
taken te the offices of the Union Loop, 311 
Fisher Building, where he was questioned 
by Inspector Foster. He was so confused 
that kor a time he could only say, They 
will blame me, but it is not my fault. Iam 
innocent. After his testimony was taken 
he was released and left for his home. 

No blame was attached by Superintendent 
Sterns to either of his men, though he made 
a thorough investigation. [t was one of 
those accidents,”’ he said last night, that 
cannot be helped.

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DEAD MAN DROPS HIS SIGNAL. 


Farmer, Buried with Air Tube and Flag, 
Dug Up, but No Signs of Life :

HE is composed entirely

- May corn sold on the Board of Trade yes- 
terday at 46% cents a bushel, an advance of 
2% cents over the closing price of Saturday, 
and higher by 1% cents than the best price 
on the crop made previously.

at 46% cents, a net gain of 2 cents for the day. 


The principal demand was from shorts 
who have been betting that Phillips would 
not be able to carry through his May deal. 

Receipts from the West have been light, 
the farmer manifesting his sympathy with 
the bull movement in practical fashion by 
holding corn for higher prices. In the mean- 
time Phillips has begun shipping out corn. 
His scalping operations had bulled the shorts 
into a feeling of security, in the idea that he 
would sell out his long May before the end 
of April. Yesterday morning the shorts 
looked anxiously for relief from the West, 
but found receipts only 86,000 bushels, while 
852,000 bushels had been shipped East. 

The conditions made it seem the part of 
wisdom for the shorts to cover. 

When the bell tapped for the opening there 
were bids all over the pit for May corn at an 
advance of % to cent over Saturday's close, 
Phillips took advantage of the changed sen- 
timent and bid the market up rapidly. A 
minute after the opening he offered 45 cents, 
a new high price on the crop, and then a 
scramble began with a rapid advance to 45% 

cents. After a breathing spell there the mar- 
ket shot up to 46 cents, and after awhile to 
46% cents. Between those two figures Phil- 
lips disposed of a good deal of hig early pur- 
chases to anxious shorts who made personal 


application to him in the pit. There was one 
exception, however.

as, of old, a biographer's ink was often 
venom and his pen prejudice, his mod- 
ern brother, as a rule, brings to the task 
the searchlicht of dispassionate inquiry, and 
it is amusing to see how he disabuses our 
minds of the wrong impressions which earlier 
writers have created there. 
One of the most prolific sources of misin- 
- formation concerning the early Italian paint- 
ers was Vasart's Lives,“ which, indeed, 
was almost the only means of knowledge 
concerning the masters of the Italian school 
which we had up to the beginning of the pres- 
ent century. Mixed with a great deal of 
valuable truth, Vasari gave to us either un- 
wittingly or malevolently, false impressions 
of the personality and lives of some of these 
men. That some of these false impressions 
were due to the great compiler’s prejudices, 
there can be no doubt, because for some of 
the charges there is absolutely no sustain- 
‘jong foundation of fact. Yet, for centuries 
his unsupported assertions have gone un- 
challenged, nay, have even been repeated by 
careless followers who have not been at the 


pains to investigate statements which would 


not bear the slightest probe of truth. 

It was not until such painstaking historians 
as Dennistoun (1851), Gruyer (1869), Caval- 
casselie (1886), Wittig and Muntz (1898), had 
uncovered the real facts about some of these 
masters, that we began to how we 
had been. deceived. | 

In his life of Piero della Francesca in 
the series of Great Masters of Painting and 
Sculpture (George Bell & Sons, London), W. 
G. Waters even proves that some of his imme- 
diate predecessors in the field have not been 
able to avoid error, and it may be that some 

other will catch him tripping. But his little 
monograph bears evidence of remarkably 
intelligent search. It is written in a clear 
and dispassionate way which leaves the 
student who reads it perfectly free to begin 
an actual study of Piero's work with a mind 
properly prepared for the task. 

Piero was no less distinguished in his day 
as a mathematician he was as a painter, 
and it is this fact which leads Vasari to tra- 
duce the memory of Piero's pupil and asso- 

late Fra Lucca Pacciola by charging him 
with stealing Piero’s, geometrical works and 
passing them off as his own. This, how- 
ever, was exploded long before Mr. Waters 
began to investigate the subject. There is 
no doubt that Piero's work on perspective had 
great effect on the painters who fol- 
owed him as did his style with the brush. 
Mr. Waters says that the gospel of imperson- 
ality so often claimed for masters like Piero 
must stand “without him, for there is too 
“much evidence in his work that he put him- 
elt or hie feelings into the delineation of 
the subject chosen. He finds the moving 
Spirit of Piero’s work to be the absolute 
sincerity, a sincerity which is the fruit of 
eareful study and heaped-up knowledge, 
rather than any inherent tendency in that di-

lished are being raised by a subscription in 
which hundreds of Chicago women are giv- 
ing aid, without regard to club affiliation.

schools. The support of several clubs al- 
ready has been offered, and a practical assur- 
ance of enough subscriptions to maintain the 
school has been secured. The promoters 
Await only the sanction of Mrs. P. D. Armour 
Sr., who has offered the equipment, before 
making the formal announcement. 


To Seek a Larger Field. 


In addition to carrying on the werk tha 

that 
has been done by the domestie science de- 
partment of the Armour School, the promot- 
ers expect to establish the school where 
A larger field can be covered, and plans are 
being made to locate the school in the dewn- 
town district. Miss Isabel D. Bullard. who 
has deen director of the cooking department 
of the Armour School since its establishment, 
has been chosen as head of the school. In 
order to keep a continual fund in the treas- 
ury for meeting current expenses a series 
of lectures on subjects pertaining to the 
culinary art will be given during the year 
by the director of the school to the clubs 
which are interesting themselves in the new 
work. The clubs will pay at a fixed rate for 
The abolishment of the cooking school 
in Armour Institute, which was decided upon 
shortly after the death of P. D. Armour, on 
account of the change of policy in the in- 
stitution, deprived Chicago of one of the 
the furthering. of 
domestic science. The new school probably 
never would have been considered had the 
work in the institute been continued. The 
school since its establishment in 1893 has 
proved self-supporting, and the founders of 


| the new school. hope they may accomplish 


the same ends, or at least may accomplish 
school with but little financial aid after the 
first year. The normal course which has 
been conducted at Armour Institute for the. 
last three years to fit young women to teach

The entire equipment of both 
cooking and sewing departments, which is 
now in the hands of Miss Bullard of the 
Armour institution awaiting transfer to the 
new school, is valued at nearly $2,500. a 
During the years thatthe cooking depart- 
ment of the Armour Institute has been run- 
ning we have averaged 300 pupils each year,“ 
said Miss Bullard. ‘‘ This shows that there 
is a large demand for this sort of instruction 
in Chicago. The branch of domestic science 
was always a favorite with Mr. Armour Sr., 
and there are many who think that had he 
lived the cooking school would not have 
been abolished. Beside the preparation of 
food, instruction has been given in the econ- 
omy of the home, home nursing, and dietetics, 
and I presume that when the new school is 
established this work will be carried on 
much the same as in the Armour school.”

Pillars run up to the sum- 
mit, and at the side are arches, the decora- 
tions of which are the armorial bearings of 
the Egertons, while the staircase has panels 
ot marble above, and of blue and gold below.
